-Arousing them, she hurried 
them to the stairs and piloted them 
down. Henry lost his balance and rolled 
to the bottom, but was not hurt. 

They were huddled in the yard when 
Nellie burst into tears. For a moment 
her mother could not understand what 
Was the matter with her. Then she 
sobbed: “‘You forgot Johnnie."’ 

Johnnie Is Rescued. 

With a scream, Mrs. O’Brien rushed 
back into the building accompanied by 
Mrs. William Dickhaus, a_ neighbor. 
They groped through the smoke to the 
back room on the second floor. Johnnie 
Was asleep in his bed and was fast 
sinking into the sleep of suffocation. 

Mrs. O’Brien caught him up and car- 
ried him out and in a short time he 
revived. 

Bucket Brigade Formed.

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The dark years of toil and self-denial 
which Mrs, Elizabeth Wolf of 1710 Sout 
Second street and her two daughters 
have borne bravely will be forgotten in 
joy if the law does not prevent Mrs.

She has been naturalized and she and 
the daughters have signed an agree- 
ment never to let the old man become 
a public charge.

Contrary to the usual custom Mrs. 
Wolf came to this country, worked 
hard to earn enough money and Sun- 
day night left St. Louls for the old 
country to bring her husband to the 
land of the free. 

Totled for Eight Years. 

After Mrs. Wolf came to St. Louis 
eight years ago, she obtained work 
in the bottling department of a brew- 
ery and soon had enough saved to 
send for her two daughters. They 
also went to work in the brewery. 
Meantime, the husband and father re- 
mained in the old country looking aft- 
er a small vineyard. 

Now both the daughters are married, 
but continue at work, and enough has 
been saved to send thé mother to Hun- 
gary after Wolf. 

It was feared that Wolf, being old and 
ignorant of the English language, might 
be refused admittance to the country, 
and that Mrs. Wolf herself might be 
turned back.

“Official Ax Coinienitioe” Will 
Get Those Who Fail to 
Report. 


WELLS WOULDN'T HELP 








Democratic Leaders Declare 
They Will Take Matter to 
Department Heads. 





Fifteen hundred City Hall employes 
have been ordered to work at the polls 
all day Tuesday for the election of the 
Democratic city and State ticket. 

Each of them has received a card 
which must be presented to the commit- 
teman of the precinct in which he re- 
sides. This card will serve as evidence 
of the employe’s activity. In case a 
job-holder should fail to report to, the 
committeeman after the polls close he 
will be reported to what is known as 
the “official ax committee.” 

The ax wielders are: James A. Smith, 
City Building Commissioner; Sewer 
Commissioner Fardwell and William 
J. Flynn, Assessor and Collector of 
Water Rates. 

Must Obey VCommitteeman. 

Wherever it is found that an office- 
holder has wilfully neglected to appear 


fat the polls and perform such political 


services as the precinct committeeman 
shall require of him the “ax committee’”’ 
will take up the delinquency With the 
head of his department. 

Democratic leaders say that it has 
been impossible to obtain the co-opera- 
tion of Mayor Wells in these matters, 
but they hope to make the punishment 
effective this time by dealing directly 
with the men who control the several 
Democratic departments at the City 
Hall. Some of the employes are not 
disposed to do more than cast their 
ballots, arguing that they can be of no 
legitimate service at the polls. 

Republicans in Water Department. 

This is found to be true, chiefly in 
the Water Department, where the em- 
ployes have always refused to contrib- 
ute to campaign funds.

WORK FOR THE POOR 








Much in Common and Relig- 
ion Being Holier, Should 
Lead, He Says. 





Socialism and the Christian church 
have much in common and should get 
in touch with, each other, said the 
Rev. J. M. Philputt, pastor of the Union 
Avenue Christian Church, in his sermon 
on “The Problem of the City,” Sunday 
morning. 

In discussing his attitude toward So- 
cialism, Dr. Philputt said he did not 
think ‘“‘things had gone so far’’ in this 
country that Socialism could be regard- 
ed as the only remedy for the poorer 
classes, but that Secialism was the ex- 
pression of principles with which the 
church is vitally concerned. 

“IT don't think what I said was sensa- 
tional or radical,’’ Dr. Philputt said to 
a Post-Dispatch reporter. “It was only 
incidental to my subject. The church is 
concerned with the condition of the poor 
and distressed, just as Christ, the 
founder of the church, was concerned 
with the same conditions of life. 


Soctalism for the Poor, 

“Socialism ig an attempt to solve the 
problems of the poor -vhich present 
themselves in such sad aspects in our 
cities, Socialism has much in it, the 
roots of which go down deep into the 
very nature of things. 

“I think, and I said in my sermon, 
that it is the duty of the church to 
inquire into the teachings of socialism, 
to study them and ‘to bring the church 
and the leaders of the socialist move- 
ment as much into sympathy as possi- 
ble, for in many of their foundation 
principles they are the same. 


Church Should Lead. 


“I think that the church should reach 
out and try to control the growing so- 
cialistic tendencies. The church is a 
holier and a more powerful force than 
the Socialist party and I think it should 
lead in the movement for the ameliora- 
tion of humanity’s ills. 

“There is no question but that s0- 
cialism is growing rapidly, and it is 


growing rapidly because conditions ex-| 


ist which call for some change, some 
healing change. When such conditions 
do exist it is the duty of the church to 
labor for the irradication and, when so- 
cialism is working to that end, it is 


my opinion that the church should make 


an ally of socialism.”

NEW YORK, Nov. 2.—In one of the 
galleries connecting the tubes of the 
Pennsylvania Railroad tunnel in East 
Thirty-second and Thirty-third streets, 
a man was murdered yesterday after a 
desperate fight with his assailants... Be- 
yond the fact that the victim was 
known as “Happy Jim” to his fellow 
laborers and was registered on the 
books of the company as No. 6118, his 
identity had not. been established this 

morning. 

For three years “Happy Jim” had la- 
bored in the tunnel and had practiced 
the utmost economy. He never spent a 
penny except for the necessaries of life. 
To friends he had confided that when 
he had accumulated $500 he was going 
to return to his home in the mountains 
of Italy and become a farmer. With 
$500 he might have been a land owner. 


‘In the three years he worked in the 


tunnel he had saved $495, and now the 
dream of his life seemed near realiza- 
tion. 


Yesterday morning at 5 o'clock he re- 
ported for work, whistling as usual. To 
Sam Lackana, another watchman, he 
said as he cntered the shaft to descend 
to the 87- foot level, that it was “‘only a 
few days more now’’ and he’d be going

OAT I STORM 
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Explosions of Gasoline Tank 
Changed Vessel Into 
Roaring Furnace. 








OFF STORMY HATTERAS 
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Steamer Rescues Captain 
and Crew. 





By Leased Wire from the New York 
Bureau of the Post-Dispatch. 
NEW YORK, Nov. 2.—Rescued from 


their burning vessel off Hatteras as 
they were about to give up all hope, 
Capt. J. C. Powell and his crew of nine 


men of the big four-masted schooner 
Lulu L. Pollard, were brought to port 
last night by the United Fruit Co.’s 
steamer Admiral Schley. The steamer 
stopped at quarantine for the night and 
landed the rescued ones early today at 
Pier No. 1, North River. 

Capt. Powell and his men tell a thrill- 
ing story. The schooner Pollard was 
about sixty miles off Cape Hatteras in 
a heavy sea at 6 p. m, Saturday, on 
her way here from Fernandina, Fia., 
When the 
steward went into the cabin to light 
the lamps, in some way a gasoline tank 
exploded. The steward and first mate 
were blown throtigh the doorway of the 
cabin out to the deck. 

Gasoline Tanks Explode. 

Two other tanks of gasoline, used for 
supplying power to the hoisting e¢n- 
gine, exploded in quick succession. The 
captain and crew were nearly caught by 
the second explosion. The deck and 
cabins, covered with the shower of 
burning gasoline, took fire at once in 
many places. The flames, fanned by a 
high wind, quickly spread over the ves- 
sel, 

The captain and crew had no chance 
to go below and save any of their ef- 
fects, but had all they could do to 
reach, without jumping overboard, a 
yawl suspended from the davits under 
the stern of the schooner. The 10 men 
creeping i there found a temporary 
shelter from the flames, though they 
were in danger of suffocation from the 
heavy billows of Bmoke rolling down 
upon them from the deck. 

Saved by a Lifeboat. 

The sea was so high Capt. Powell re- 
alized it would be almost sure death to 
cut the lines and drop the yaw! in the 
sea until every other chance had failed. 
While the men were crouched in the 
yawl, expecting every minute to be 
their last, the fruit steamer Admiral 
Schley hove in sight at full speed. 

The Admiral Schley ran as close as she 
could to the burning schooner, then lay 
to and sent out a lifeboat, the crew of 
which succeeded, after severl trips, in 
rescuing Capt. Powell and his crew. 

Last night the United States gunboat 
Paducah and the Red D liner Caracas 
reported the Pollard burned to the wa- 
ter’s edge. The schooner was of 471 
tons burden and was built in Milton, 
Del., in 1891.

Leaving 
all question of partisanship aside, the Post-Dis-_ 
patch has shown that there are certain municipal 
candidates whom _ public must defeat in self- 
defense. 

The candidacy of Henry Walsh for Circuit At- 
torney represents a danger and a threat; to per- 
mit his election would be to throw the Four 
Courts wide open to the influence of Butlerism 
and to throw away all of the acquired power of 
the Circuit Attorneyship as a check and a bal- 
ance wheel in municipal government and city af- 
fairs.
